John F. Swift, of California, to be Envoy Ex­ 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Japan. 
John D. Washburn, of Massachusetts, to be 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo­ 
tentiary to Switzerland. 
George C. Tichenor, of Illinois, to be Assistant 
Secretary of the Tieasury, vice J. H. Maynard 
resigned.

The Senate went into executive session im­ 
mediately, and the nominations of Palmer 
Swift aud Washburn were referred to the For­ 
eign Affairs Committee, aud the nomination of 
Tichenor to the Committee on Finance. 


W H O TH EY A R E . 


T he F o u r M en W hom th e P re sid e n t A p­ 
p o in te d Y esterday. 
Washington, March 11th.—Two of the nomi­ 
nations made to-day by President Harrison are 
of men who expected to receive Cabinet ap­ 
pointments. 
Ex-Senatoi Palmer was for a long 
time thought to be Harrison's choice for Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture. He was set aside forJere 
Kusk. 
As long as California was in the race for a 
Cabinet office Mr. Switt was the President’s 
choice for a place. When it was decided that 
the Pacific coast should not have representation 
in the Cabinet Mr. Harrison determined to give 
him a foreign mission. His post is not of the 
magnitude that Calitorniaus hoped he would 
receive, but it is a position in which he can ad­ 
vance the commercial interests of the Pacific 
coast. Mr. Swift’s appointment to Japan is con­ 
strued to mean that Fred Grant will be ap­ 
pointed Minister to c hina. 
Mr. Washburn, of Massachusetts, is at the 
head of the Washburn & Moen Manufacturing 
Company of Worcester, Mass. 
He is a member 
of the powerful Washburn family, of which 
Senator Washburn, of Minnesota, is connected 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor has been for 
many years special agent of the Treasury Le- 
partment, and is thoroughly familiar with the 
customs laws. He is a native of Illinois, and 
his appointment is a case of the selection of 
the fittest man for the place without political 
backing.

A F T E R T H E BA TTLE. 


Sw ift’s A p p o in tm en t to J a p a n , an d W hy 
I t W as M ade. 
W ash in g to n, March 11th.—There has been an 
active inquiry at the Washington Bureau of the 
California Associated Press to-night by poli­ 
ticians and correspondents of Eastern news­ 
papers to learn whether the appointment of 
John F. Swift as Minister to Japan had any po­ 
litical significance. The facts about Swift’s ap­ 
pointment can now proiierly be related. It was 
General Harrison's original intention to have 
appointed Swift as a member of his Cabinet— 
probably not Secretary of the Interior, but At­ 
torney-General or Secretary of the Navy. Mr. 
Estee, however, loomed up as an applicant for 
Cabinet honors. He secured petitions from the 
Repubncau members of the California and Ne­ 
vada Legislatures asking his appointment, and 
General Harrison was inundated with letters 
and telegrams from Estee and his friends pray­ 
ing for his appointment. 
General Harrison, while recognizing Estee’s 
abilities, did not prefer him as a member of his 
official household. Deither did he think it wise 
to oppose the wishes of the Republican organ­ 
izations of the two Pacific States by choosing a 
man of his own selection to represent that sec­ 
tion in the Cabinet. Consequently Hie coast to­ 
day is unrepresented in the Executive l epart- 
meut of the Government. 
Mr. frwilt reached Washington last Thursday 
night, called hither to represent California in 
the Chin Chang Ping case. On Friday morning 
he caLcd upon the President and found him 
surrounded by a crowd of politicians. General 
Harrison asked him to uine with him that 
night, and the invitation was accepted. Tliey 
had an opportuuit) for a half-hour’s private 
c.,nv«sation, aud while the President oid not 
saz 
he 
intended 
to 
confer 
any official 
honor 
upon 
Mr. 
Swift, 
his remarks in­ 
dicated 
that 
lie 
intended 
t > 
recognize 
the coast’s interests by a foreign appointment. 
The Cali'omia delegation iu Congress wa- 
anxious to urge upon the President the appoint­ 
ment of Swift to a Foreign Mission, but it is 
understood that he counseled delav. Mr. Swift 
had no notion of what Mission the President 
intended offering him, but it is doubtful if a 
place personally more agreeable could have 
been chosen for him than Minister to Japan 
The President was of the opinion that the 
Chinese Mission should not be given to Cali­ 
fornian, for the reason that It is [>ossih'.e the 
Chinese Government might not have received 
cordially as Minister a man from the State that 
lias led in the hostility to Chinese immigration. 


TH E OTHER APPOINTMENTS. 
Senator Palmer’s friends say there is some 
doubt whether he will accept the Spanish 
Mission hut it is not believed tt-e nomination 
would have been made without the President 
had heeu rarisfied of its acceptance, and Mr. 
Blaine has the satisfaction of having appointed 
Perry Belmont s successor as the first act of his 
Administration, hut Belmont was beforehand, 
and cabled his resignation on March 4th. 
here has been a livelr hustle for ness re­ 
specting John I). Washburn, of Worcester, 
Mass., appointed Minister to Switzerland. and it 
has been almost as hard toestam ish his identity 
as that of the Tlchborne claimant. He is Sen­ 
ator Hoar’s appoin menl. and none of the mem­ 
bers of the Massachusetts delegation knew of it 
until his name was sent to the Senate. Wash­ 
burn is not of the manufacturing fñm of Wash­ 
burn i M oen,as was first announced. He is a 
rich man. ub*ht 55 years of age. who despises 
trade, but has a foudness for insurance invest­ 
ments. He is oue of the Trustees of the Clark 
University, at Worcester, Ma-s., ami Senator 
Hear frankly says that the main object of his 
acceptance of the Swiss mission is the study of 
the educational methods of 8witz»rland. 
Senator Palmer’s life is too well known to re­ 
quire deicriptlon.

They signed a petition

thinks he has a chance to win. There are 
strong candidates for the place, however, in the 
persons of Captain Mereuith of Chicago, Will­ 
iam Halloway of Indianapolis and D. M. Helm 
of Muncie, Ind. There is a host of candidates 
for this office. 
The discussion in the meeting to-day indicated 
that, while it might be possible to reach 
some harmonious agreement respecting the

The Pacific Coast and Colorado A ttar the 
Land Commlaatonership. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 11th.—A position, next 
to that of Secretary of the Interior, which the 
California people desired to he given the Pacific 
coast, is that of Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. 
The entire California, Nevado. 
Oregon and Northwestern Territorial dele-/* 
lions have united in recommending the ¿r>- 
poinlment of ex-Representative Wren, of Ne 


vada for the place. Senators Teller, of Colo­ 
rado, and Plumb, of Kausas, are pushing as 
strongly as possible ex-Senator Chileott. of Col­ 
orado, for the place. Between the two it would 
not be surprising if a third man was chosen. 


‘ T E R R O R O F T H E SEAS.’ 


T he New W a r V essels to b e B u ilt by th e 
G overnm ent. 
W ash in g to n, March 11th.—Unless unforeseen 
obstacles are encountered, within a few months 
after the beginning of the next fiscal vear (July 
1st), contracts will be let for the construction of 
new war vessels which will, in the aggregate 
increase the tonnage of the navy nearly 15,000 
tons. Although the majority of the new vessels 
will be small craft, compared with the monster 
ironclads of Europe, they will embody in tbeir 
construction the latest improved ideas of high 
speed and heavy armament, and will te very 
formidable ships of war. 
When Secretary Whitney relinquished his 
office he left, as a legacy to his successor, the 
building of eight new vessels, the authority for 
whose construction was given by the Fiftieth 
Congress. 
The list includes three 2,000 ton 
cruisers, or gunboats vessels somewhat larger 
than the Yorktown, just finished, and similar 
to that vessel in many respects, although em­ 
bodying many new features. There will be two 
3,000-ton cruisers. These vessels will be smaller 
by 1 Oto tons than the new cruiser Newark, but 
by law they are required to attain the extra­ 
ordinary speed of twenty knots an hour. If 
this requirement is met and the heavy ordnance 
now in contemplation supplied, these fleet boats 
will be the terror of the seas to foreigners. A 


of 5,300 tons, and a small guuboat of S00 tons 
burden, complete the list. The designs lor these 
vessels have already been prepared By the Naval 
Board and await approval by the Secretary. 
In addition to the vessels above described. 
Congress, at its last session, provided for the 
construction of four more cruisers, including 
’I homas' cruising monitor, and in an emergency 
their construction could be commented w ithin 
the present year. 


OCR OCEAN ROVERS. 


M ovem ent* o f th e N aval V essels o t th e 
South Pacific S q uadron. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 11th.—Rear-Admiral J. 
H. Gillis, commanding the naval forces on the 
South Pacific Station, has reported to the Navy 
Department from Montevideo, January 31st, the 
following movements of the vessels of his 
squadron: The Swatara arrived at Montevideo 
January 21st, rom the Falkland Islands. The 
Alliance, Tallapoosa and Kearsage were at 
Montevideo. The Enterprise, oil the Mediter­ 
ranean Station, was to sail March 7th, by way 
of the R-d Sea, to Zanzibar and the Island of 
Madagascar.

How C elluloid Is M anufactured. 
W hile everybody has heard of, or seen, 
or used celluloid, only a few know what it 
is composed of or how it is made. 
The 
following is a description of the process 
carried out in a factory near Paris for 
the production of celluloid: A roll of 
paper is slowly unwound and at the same 
tim e saturated with a m ixture of five 
parts of sulphuric acid and two parts of 
nitric acid, which falls upon the paper in 
a fine spray. 
This changes the cellulose 
of the paper into propylin gun cotton. 
The excess of the acid having been ex­ 
pelled by pressure, the paper is washed 
w ith plenty of water until all traces of 
acid have been removed. 
It is then re­ 
duced to a pulp and passes to the bleach­ 
ing trough. 
Most of the water having 
been got rid of by means of a strainer, the 
pulp is mixed w ith from 20 to 40 per cent, 
of its weight in camphor, and the m ixture 
thoroughly triturated under mill-stones. 
The necessary coloring having been added 
in the form of powder, a second m ixing 
and grinding follows. 
The finely-divided 
pulp is then spread out in thin layers on 
slabs, and from twenty to twenty-five of 
these layers are placed in a hydraulic 
press, separated from one another by some 
sheets of thick blotting paper, ami are 
subjected to a pressure of 150 atmospheres, 
until all traces of moisture have been got 
rid of. 
The m atter is then passed between 
140° and 150° Fahrenheit, whence it is­ 
sues in the form of elastic sheets.— In ­ 
ventor.

B E ST IA L BEASTS. 


M ilw aukee A roused O ner th e D eb au ch ery 
of G irls by C hinese. 
M il w a u k e e , March 11th.—The examinations 
of the two Chinese laundn-men. Has Dingauil 
Sam Yip Ya, charged with enticing little girls 
to their dens and ruining them, began th » 
morning. The names of at least twenty victims 
are known, their ages ranging from 9 to 13 
years. Three of them told their stories in Court 
lo-day, ana additional evidence will he taken 
to-morrow. 
The disclosures are so shocking that a strong 
feeling against all the Chinese in the city pre­ 
vails. 1 he details of little girls’ testimony are 
unfit for publication. 
Forty policemen w ,re out to-day to protect 
the prisoners en route between the jail and 
Court-house. A crowd of 20,000 men and boys 
followed them to the Court-house in the morn­ 
ing, hut no violence was attempted. 


RAIDING TH E HEI.L-1IOLES. 
After the adjournment of the Court a targe 
portion of the crowd proceeded io wreak ven­ 
geance upon the habitations of the Chinese on 
Chestnut and Vliet streets. At the former place 
windows were smashed and general havoc 
raised with the premises, the inmates fleeing in 
terror. 
In Vliet street the crowd contented itself with 
throwing filthy liquids, by means of garden 
hose, over the washed ana unwashed garments 
in the shop. 
Demonstrations were also made against the 
laundries ia ether portions of the city out in 
ail eases the police dispersed the mob before 
violence was offered to the Celestials, who—to 
tell the truth—made themselves exceedingly 
scarce as soon as an opportunity offered. 


NATURE OK TH E TESTIMONY. 
The first witness at the trial to-day was a 13- 
year-old girl, who testified to having been de­ 
bauched by Hah Ding, who lured her into his 
sleeping apartment. A 9-year old girl was the 
next wftneas, and testified to a similar crime by 
Hah Ding.

HE AMERICAN PARTY OF THE CITY OF 
Sacramento reaffirms the principles enun­ 
ciated in the platform adopted by the American 
State Convention, held in San'Francisco July 
4, 1888. 
Concerning local issues, the American fartv 
declares as follows: 
1. Unequivocally and emphatically we favor 
a high license tax tor the sale of intoxieatlnc 
liquors in the city of Sacramento of at least JoeO 
per year, payable quarterly in advance, and we 
nereby pledge our candidate for second Tiustee, 
if elected, to use his best efforts aud to vote tor 
such a license tax. 
2. We believe in the enforcement of all laws 
enacted by the Legislature, and all ordinances 
ordaiued by muuicipal authorities. We de- 
nouuce the present inefficient, dishonest aud 
disreputable condition of the police force of the 
city of Sacramento. We arraign it to the people 
ot this city as the most corrupt, ineffective aud 
cowardly force possessed by" any city in this 
State. We condemn its subserviency to one 
man, its connection with the gamolers, the 
thieves aud the lowest elements of Sac-ameuto. 
We declare it a dhgrace to a law-abiding peo­ 
ple, and an outrage to decency. 
3. Dishonesty in politics is no more to be tol­ 
erated or encouraged than dishonesty in private 
transactions. We arraign the Republican party 
of this city for duplicity and cowardice. With 
discourtesy, its Convention has declared against 
high lieeuse, yet has nominated a man who, in 
private conversation, avers his allegiance to that 
principle, but who refuses publicly to declare 
his sentiments for the alleged reason that by 
doing so he would lose the votes of those opposed 
to hfih license. 
4. Believing that with its growth and prosper­ 
ity, the needs and requirements of Sacramento 
city have increased, and recognizing that our 
Government is hampered and retarded by a 
charter intended only as a temporary expedient, 
we hereby announced ourselves in lavor of a 
new chatter for the city of Sacramento: but we 
desire the retention of the Funded Debt Com­ 
mission. 
5. We consider a erlme against the elective 
franchise the greatest crime that can be com­ 
mitted in this country. With horror aud dismay 
we behold the repeated assaults of the Republi­ 
can party of Sacramento City upon the honestv 
aud purity of the ballot. We declare that any 
party one-half of whose members systematically 
engage In the intimidation of decent voters, the 
perversion of the will of the majority, aud the 
stuffing of the ballot-boxes, is undeserving the 
confidence or the support of the people. The 
primaries of the Republican party in this city 
are characterized by viciousness, corruption 
and crime. To such an extent have the ad­ 
herents of this party carried their corruption 
and dishonesty that even the honest voters of 
the party stand aghast. We declare that noth­ 
ing can be hoped from a party that connives at 
and condones the outrages recently committed 
in the Republican primaries: and we call upon 
the respectable ana honorable citizens in Sacra­ 
mento to unite with us in our efforts to protect 
the ballot-box and our endeavors to purity 
elections.

Sunday and Sabbath. 
Samuel P. Putnam, Free Thinker, lec­ 
tured at Pioneer Hall Sunday evening upon 
the subject, "Evils and Tyranny and Dan­ 
gers of Sunday Legislation." In the course 
of his lecture he said : 
The Sunday and the Sabbath are two 
different 
institutions. 
The Sunday is 
humanitarian, the Sabbath is ecclesiasti­ 
cal. The Sunday as a festival day, as a 
day of recreation, the sun’s day, existed be­ 
fore the Church or the Bible, and does not 
owe its usefulness to these. The Sunday is 
for the benefit of labor, for man and not 
for deity. It is a day of joy, and as such is 
accepted into the civilization of the race. 
It is the holiday of the world, for every one 
to eDjoy so far as is possible with the de­ 
mands of life and progress. There cannot 
be libsoiuie rest for humanity any more 
than fLr nature 
The Sabbath originated with the Church 
and is a church institution. It is for the 
benefit of déity and for the benefit of 
clergy. It is not a holiday, but a holy day; 
a day of worship, not a day of physical 
recreation. 
- 
. 
The modern Christian Sabbath did not 
origínale with the Bible. 
There is no 
command iu the Scriptures anywhere to 
keep this day holy. The Bible Sabbath is 
Saturday, and the command is to keep the 
seventh day holy. Christianity has prac­ 
tically abolished the Bible Sabbath. 
The cfiauge from Saturday to Sundav. 
the first day. was not authorized by Christ 
or bv any of the Apos’ies. It was not 
originally a day of worship but a day of 
rejoicing. There is no record that it was 
retarded as a specially sacred day by the 
early Christians. 
This modern "Sabbath 
originated with Constantine, A. D . 321. 
He. by edicr, consecrated it as a sacred 
day—a day of worship. All the laws upon 
our statute books to-day are mere repeti­ 
tions of the law of Constantine, and so far 
as we are constrained to obey them, we are 
Roman subjects aud not American citi­ 
zens. 
There should be no laws for the observ­ 
ance of Sundav as a Sabbath. This does 
not prevent the Christian from having 
their holy day and being as devout as they 
please. But the rights of the Freethinker 
are as sacred as the rights of the Christian, 
and if the Christian has the right to bis re­ 
ligious services the Freethinker has the 
same right to his eDjoyruent ou the Sun­ 
day. It theChiistiau has a right to go to 
church, the Liberal has the same right to 
go into the fields and woods. The Free- 
tfiinker has tue same right to a picnic ou 
Sunday as the Christian to a prayer meet­ 
ing. The Christiau has no right to compel 
a whoie community to be pious, any more 
than the Freethinker has a right to compel 
the Christian to attend the theater or opera. 
The Sunday should be a free day, for each 
citizen to use according to his own judg­ 
ment. To enforce a particular kind of ob­ 
servance is a tyranny; to forbid work or 
play is as much a tyranny as to forbid 
worship would be a tyranny.

Mayor Gregory said there was much 
com plaint am ong the people because dives 
were not closed by order of the Trustees. 
The citizens forget that as far back as last 
October the Trustees passed Ordinance No. 
237, which places the dives really in the 
bauds of the people. Since that ordinance 
was passed there has not been a single 
charge filed w ith the Board. 
The ordinance referred to reads: 
Section 1. It shall be unlaw ful for any person 
or persons to hereafter open, establish or con­ 
duct any barroom , public saloon or othei place 
w here wines, spirituous or m alt liquors are sold 
by the glass o r bottle, to be dran k upon the 
premises, or any theater, variety show or other 
place of am usem ent in or on any public street 
w ithin the lim its of the city of Sacram ento, 
without perm ission from the Board of Trustees, 
the application for said perm ission to be m ade 
in writing to the Board of Trustees, and sam e 
to be accom panied by the signatures of a m a­ 
jority of reputable citizens residing in the block 
wherein said place is desired to be opened, peti­ 
tioning the Board to grant said request. 
Section 2. A w ritten com plaint filed in the 
office of the Board of Trustees of Sacram ento, 
and signed by reputable citizens, settiDg forth 
that auy barroom , public saloon, dance house, 
the* ter, variety show or other place of am use­ 
m ent m aintained w ithin the city lim its, is con­ 
ducted in other than a lawful, orderly, reputa­ 
ble and decent m anner, shall be deem ed suffi 
eient cause for the im m ediate revocation of the 
city license w hich m ay have been issued for 
the place designated in th e com plaint, and it 
shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to close 
said place at once, provided the com plaint shall 
be signed by a m ajority of citizens residing in 
the block w herein said unlaw ful place m ay be 
conducted. 
In this connection the Mayor said the 
notorious Mrs. Anderton had opened up a 
new dive on Front street, between I and 
J. 
She had been complained of, and he 
called to see if she had com plied with the 
ordinance. 
She replied that she had not 
and would not. 
The Chief of Police should 
im m ediately close the place. 
H e asked 
that 
a com m unication 
be sent to the 
Chief to close Mrs. Anderson's place and all 
others that were in conflict with the ordi­ 
nance. 
It was so ordered, unanim ously. 
A resolution ofintention to improve the 
alley, I and J, Tenth to Twelfth, was 


Jam es Touhey offered the lowest bid for 
grading and paving the alley, K anti L, 
Seventh and Eighth, aud the contract was 
awarded to him . 


HIGH LICENSE. 
L. S. Taylor, P. H . Russell and Rev. W. 
C. Merrill appeared before the Board and 
asked that a special election be called at 
som e stipulated date, at which the citizens 
could vote upon the question ot high 
license. 
Their request was based upon the 
statement made by S. C. Denson in yester­ 
day’s R ec o r p-U n io n to the effect that the 
Board had already agreed to increase the 
revenue of the city by increasing the license 
on retail liquor dealers. 
The Board admitted the truth of the 
statement. 
They had at an informal ses­ 
sion discussed this matter, and all agreed 
'hat it was for the best interests of the city. 
The City Collector, however, had questioned 
the propriety of the step, expressing a fear 
that he would be unable to collect it. 
The 
matter had been standing tor a short time, 
but would be considered again in a few 
days. 
The Trustees thought this not the right 
tim e, the day before a general election, to 
set a date for a special, and declined to do so. 
Mr. Russell said it would be a good tim e 
to vote for it when we voted for the new 
pumps. 
Trustee W olf said he preferred to have a 
special election to settle the high-license 
question, and did not want it m ixed with 
the water question. 
H e was w illing to 
subm it it to the people at any tim e, but 
would not act upon it until after the elec­ 
tion to-morrow. 
Trustee Ryan was also in favor of sub­ 
m itting it to a vote of the people, but would 
prefer to leave the action to his successor.

A. B. 434, to provide for the erection of new 
buildings on the grounds of the State Insane 
Asylum at Stocktou, was declared a case of ur­ 
gency and passed under a suspension o f the 
rules’.

A. B. 660, am ending Section 3064 ol ihe P oliti­ 
cal Code, relative to health and quarantine, 
was declared a case of urgency, read twice, the 
title am ended and bill ordered reprinted. 
S. B. 616, imposing certain duties upon the 
Governor of tne State in relation to robberies 
com m itted w ithin the State, was Da-scd under 
an urgency resolution introduced hy Yell. 
Roth introduced

concurrent resolution, 
w hich was unanim ously adopted, setting forth 
th a t large tracis of agricultural land have been 
w ithdraw n lrom the m arket under the so-called 
“ Desert Land A ct,” and requesting the Presi­ 
dent of th e U nited States to eview the action 
of a form er Secretary of th e Interior, to the end 
th a t 6ueh lauds m ay be restored to the public 
dom ain for entry under the land law s of the 
United States. 
S. B. 405, to appropriate $30,000 for the survey, 
location aud construction of a free wagon road 
from the town of Mariposa, in Mariposa county, 
to the Yosemite V alley, was declared a case of 
urgency, read a second and th ird tim e and 
passed by a vote of 26 ayes to 11 noes. 
Campbe.i gave notice of a m otion to recon­ 
sider, but subsequently w ithdrew it. 
A FLORAL TRIBUTE. 
The regular pioceedings were interrupted for 
a few m inutes by Senator Goucher rising to a 
question of privilege and presenting to Presi­ 
dent pro tem . White, on behalf of the pages, a 
handsom e bouquet of flowers. The rem arks 
from the Senator from Fresno were highly com- 
plimentarv}to the pages, who were also com ­ 
m ended by the President pro tem . in his re­ 
m arks accepting the fioral piece. 
CLOSING UP BUSINESS.

filed a protest against the action of the Senate 
iu refu ing to consider the com m ittee am end­ 
ment». 
A B. Si, to provide im provem ents for the 
D eaf Dumb and Blind Asylum, was read a sec­ 
ond lim e, am ended and ordered engrossed. 
S. B 469, relating to preferred purchasers for 
lands sold to the M ate for taxes, was read a 
third tim e and passed. 
S B. 533, to am end an Act m aking an appro­ 
priation for the establishm ent of a perm anent 
fund for the purchase of jute to be m anufac­ 
tured at the State Prison at can Q uentin, was 
icad a second tim e anti placed on the special 
file. 
The Senate took a recess un til 8 o'clock r. m. 
E v a n ln g S e ssio n . 
Reassem bled at 8 o'clock r. m., Senator Yell in 
the chair. 
The Governor’s veto to S. B. 211, the insurance 
bill, was m ade the special order for to-morrow 
evening at 8 o'clock. 
ANOTHER DEFECTIVE LAW. 
Dray was perm itted to introduce a bill to 
authorize the paym ent of claim s against the 
State arising out of the Ural age Act 
A bill for th e same purpose had already passed 
both houses, and beeu signed by th e Governor, 
but on reaching the Controller w as found to be 
detective. 
The bill was read a first tim e, ordered printed 
and m ade a special order for to morrow im m e­ 
diately after roll call. 
A QUESTION or PRIVILEGE. 
Bowers rose to a question of privilege in re­ 
gard to the action taken by the cenale to-day, 
in taking from a com m ittee and placing on tlie 
special file A. B 490, to set off Coronado Beach 
from the city of San Diego. He charged th a t 
daring his absence from the cham ber, or while 
his attention was engaged w ith som ething else, 
Senator Jones had m ade a m otion to lake up 
the bill, w hich affected only his city, and place 
it on the special file, and that the m otion had 
prevailed because the Senate did not under­ 
stand w hat was going on. 
He denounced the 
act in unm easured term s, as one of extrem e 
discourtesy to him . 
Jones rose to a question of privilege and said 
th at he had m ade the motion because some 
people from San Diego had placed in bis hands 
docum ents bearing senator Bowers' signature, 
w hich indicated th at he was failing to do w hat 
he had pledged him self to do. He produced a 
letter w ritten by Bowers and a petition upon 
which the Senator’s nam e appeared. 
Bowers adm itted th at he wrote th e letter, and 
said there was nothing in it he wished to take 
back, but he pronounced the nam e on the peti­ 
tion a rank forgery. He becam e considerably 
excited, and showed up the bill and the Coro­ 
nada Beach Company In a very unenviable 
light. 
He declared that the whole purpose of 
the bill was to turn over th e harbor of San 
Diego to th e Atchison. Topeka and Sam a Fe 
Railroad Company. 
T hat com pany already 
had all the franchises in the city of San I>ieg >, 
and now wished to etcape the paym ent of city 
taxes. He moved th a t the bill be recom m it;ed 
to the Committee on City, City and County and 
Town Governm ents. 
Sprague tried hard to get the bill sent to the 
Judiciary Committee, but the m otion was voted 
down by a vote of 11 ayes to 26 noes. 
Jones moved to am end Bowers’ motion so that 
the'com m ittee should report t he bill back at 2 
o’clock to-morrow aud th at it should then go ou 
the special file. 
Bowers accepted the am endm ent, and the 
m otion as am ended prevailed. 
BILLS PASSED.

A. B. 156, to appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
th e relief of George w . Mayberry- 
A. B. 551, to authorize the several counties of 
the State to create a bonded indebtedness for 
certain purposes. 
S. B. 188, relative to the State Board of E xam ­ 
iners, cam e up on its passage. 
B ritt offered an am endm ent w hich placed the 
appointm ent of the Board in the hands of the 
Governor, Controller and Treasurer, instead of 
the Governor. 
Wilson strenuously opposed th e am endm ent, 
and charged th a t the Controller’s office had 
been lobbying agaiust th e bill on th e floor of 
the Senate, for w hat reason he did not know. 
Fending consideration of th e bill, at 10:55 
p. m., the Senate adjourned.
